WHAT WE EXPECT. 


The question. has often occured 
to the colored citizen as to wheth- 
er the republican party, as we 
were wont to regard it, has not 
drifted somewhat from its moor- 
ings. As we are taught to regard 
it, republicanism encompases all 
that is fair and jast in govern- 
mevt. It means civil and politi- 
cal equality, honesty, fairness and 
protection in all the various ap- 
plicatious to just and proper gova 
ernment. It champions the cause 
of universal enlightment, freedom 
of speech and of the press, full and 
fair criticism of administrative, 
judicial and executive methods 
and exercises and maintains a fos- 
tering care of every political and 
social force which may tend te 
strengthen and purify the body 
politic. And the party which has 
declared these doctrines bas 
pledged itself to make them prac- 
ticable by a firm, radical and 
persistent policy of administration. 
Its object has been declared to be 
political education, practical as 
well as theoretical, whereby the 
various elements may become ac- 
quainted with and fitted for. the 
duties of government. This is 
the party we represent and firmly 
support. Any other, we regard 
as spurious and a mere abortion. 
In its practices it declares itself 
in favor of the practical represen- 
tation of its various loyal elements 
in the award of honors and emol- 
ument. This is the practical and 
substantial side of republicanism. 
Moreover this side with but a sin- 
gle exception has been maintained 
with singular uniformity and fair- 
mess. The German, the Irish, 
Italian, French, Swede, Scandina- 
vian aud other elements have a 
share in the honors and emolu- 
ments in something like commen- 
surate uumbers, save only the Ne- 
gro element. This class it would 
seem are either independent of 
such honors and emoluments or 
they are not of sufficient impor- 
tance, politically to recog 
nition as a loyal element. The 
fact is that the above named cat- 
egory has nothing todo with the 
case, however much parties may 
desire us to believe the contrary. 
The loyalty of the colored vote at 
the North alone clearly demon- 
strates this. 

There are upwards of 75000 
voters Providentially distribuied 
throughout the North in sucha 
manner as to contro] 86 electorial 
votes. Through their loyalty to 
the cause of Republicanism the 
have been instrumental in fulfiill- 
ing the prophecy of Abraham Lin- 
colm that the suffragesof the negro 
will keep in its place the diadem 
of the republic. And it willbe 
through their instrumentality if 
the permanence of republican in 
stitutions and republican organiza- 
tions are to be maintained.. The 
idea of shifting the colored vote 
in the vain hope of securing ac- 
cessions from elements which from 
the results of education and of 
religion render them stable and 
even aI or from sparsely 
settled new states will be teund a 
task —more easy to contemplate 
than to secure. Moreover these 
accessions must be ata great cost 
than that which is calculated to 
maintain the loyalty of an ever 
and rapidly increasing eolored 
element. The Negro wants noth- 
ing usreasonablee He wishes 
nothing as a result of extortion or 
of incendiarism or of threats. But 
he is intelligent, and at the North 
where he is affective he cannot 
readily understand why he should 
be expected to keep in power a 
class of statesmen and politicians 
who systematically ignore his 
claims to recognition and offer’ 
him glittering generalities, ab-

mas uninfluenced by practical s 

stantial benefits. To him this is 
obscure and unjustifiable because 
he asks himself why should the 
loyalty ofthe Northern colored 
voters be unrepreseuted? What 
claes are in need ot the full bene- 
fite ef republicanism to a greater 
extent than the Negro and what 
class is more unrepresented? What 
class is more patient, more loyal, 
more undefiant? These questions 
are asked every day by the North- 
And they are await- 


It is te him we look for a frank, 
honest, manly and unquivocal 
reply. Let him be fair and award 
to the loyal Northern element 
something like a fair measure of 
encouragement in several repre— 
sentative —— May God 
strengthen his arms and gather 
around him true, loyal and just 
friends to make his administration 
a grand and magnificent fact.
